To MAKE a cement for stoves, take iron 


filings and mil to about the consistency 
of putty for glazing, with white lead and 
lm?eedyoil. ^Fill in the joints as securely 
as possible when the stove is cold and let 
it stand a day or two before using. 


IN sEtnrriso paints for out-of-door 


work the 'lighter colors should be pre- 
ferred in point of durability, though at 
present fashion dictates the darker tints. 
The dark colors absorb the sun's rays 
and occasion earlier decay of tha mate- 
rial painted. 


By OCCASIONAL, touching tho latchea, 


locks and hinges of the doors with a, 
drop of kerosene or a little tallow from 
the candle, and thus keeping them well 
lubricated, will insure the smooth and 
quiet shutting of the doors and prevent 
the jarring, grating or creaking so com- 
mon in neglected cases. 
l»y this atten- 


tion the doors and latches will last the 
longer. 


IKON work of carriages should first be 


painted with yellow or red iron ochres 
mixed with linseed oil and dryer. 
White 


lead applied directly to iron, clear or 
mixed with other compounds, has a cor- 
rosive effect, but if applied over ochres 
it lorms a durable covering for the iron 
and a good foundation for color. 
The 


shelling of paint from iron is duo to cor- 
rosion by white lead. 


IN THE manufacture of French win- 


dow glass a mixture is used of 100 parts 
ol quartz sand with from thirty to forty 
parts ot dry carbonate of sodium (or as 
much sulphate with charcoal), and thirty 
to forty parts of chalk. German window 
glass consists of a double silicate of chalk 
and potassa- 100 parts of quartz simd, 
iifty paits ol pewrlash, from twenty-five 
to thirty parts of chalk, and two parts of 
nitre, "in many mixtures common salt 
is an ingredient. 


To sorrr.N old pntty or paint, cover 


eitliei with a mixture composed of soft 
t,oap and a solution of caustic soda, or 
jjoarlash and slaked lime, with sufficient 
water to form a paste ; apply with a 
brush or rag, and allow it to stand four 
hours, after which the putty or paint can 
be easily removed. Another method is 
to slake three pounds of stone lime in 
water, then add a pound of pearlash and 
make the whole about the consistency ol 
paint, spread it over the putty and allow 
it to remain twelve hours, by which 
time the putty will be thoroughly soft- 
ened.

BELTISU for machinery purposes is 


now mauniaetured from cotton, duck or 
canvass; the quality of the iabric re- 
quired for this purpose being the very 
best, the warp and woof, both used in 
weaving the canvass being formed of a 
cord ot eight threads, the best raw cot- 
ton only being used. 
The canvass is 


folded into six or eight ply or folds, anil 
and then sewed longitudinally at mter- 
TBls of one or two inches only, by the 
use of poweiful steam sewing machines 
of the Singer pattern. Tho belting or 
belts so made are then compressed by 
rollers sonked in oil paints and dried, 
forming 
belting 
mateiiol 
of much 


strength and of great tractile force. A 
now establishment for this manufacture 
has been started in Philadelphia.

A Prolific Oyster. 


A few years ago a small boat load of 


Portuguese oysters was wrecked at the 
mouth of the CHronde. The shores below 
the tidal lino are now a compact mass 
ot them, all growing upward Irom their 
hinges like plants trom their roots. 
Some ot these are over ten inches in 
length, and are found in bunches of a 
dozen together; while the tree oyster, 
common enough in the estuary, has en- 
tirely disappeared. The annual harvest 
of the Portuguese oysters in that locality 
began on the (1th ot November laat; and, 
it being then 
the dead season for 


agriculture, the whole coast was covered 
with oyster gathers. Men, women, and 
children, wagons, carts, and wheelbar- 
rows, bags, lioxes, and baskets, were j 
employed. 
The roads and cliffs were 


strewed with heaps of oysters, and score1! 
of fishing smacks and even small steam- 
ers were loaded with the spoil. One 
dealer at tho little village ot St. Oeorges- 
de-Didonne says be bought three mil- 
lions of oysters alter t« o exceptionally 
low tides.

This forenoon at about 9 o'clock, the 


startling report was circulated about the 
streets that a man had been killed out- 
right in one of the cells in the third ward 
calaboose. A speedy investigation by a 
reporter and a crowd that hastily gather 
ed at the scene of the cowardly assault, 
revealed the fact that Eugene O'Connor, 
a tailor by occupation, who has success- 
ively been iu the employ of Pleury and 
James Veale, had been 


OTAIir.Y CHOKED TO MATH 


iii th> south cell by Thomas Gowan, a 
a man who created something of a sensa- 
tion iu Deeatur a few months ago by 
attempting to commit suicide by cutting 
his throat with a knife, behind a stable on 
East Prairie street. Gowau is a sort ot a 
crank, and because of his intemperate 
habits has often been subject to attacks 
of delirium trcmeim. He was placed in 
the calaboose about five days ago, and 
was given 
a cell by himself. This 


morning Oflicer Flynu brought O'Connor 
to the calaboose and locked him up on a 
charge of drunkenness. There were nine 
prisoners in the two cells on the north 
side of the hall, and a woman, Mrs. Pat 
Kyau, of Niautic, had possession of the 
hall. The two cells were considered to be 
in a crowded condition, and O'Connor 
was put in the cell with Gowan. Mrs. 
Kyan says that for a short time the two 
men got along well together, and she 
observed that O'Connor gave Gowau his 
breakfast to cat, and also let his fellow- 
prisoner have his pipe to smoke. Mrs. 
Ryan says that suddenly, without any 
provocation whatever, so far as she could 
observe, Gowan threw O'Connor down 
upon the floor of the cell and commenced 
choking and kicking him. The woman 
at once gave the alarm, and Mrs. Adams, 
the wife of the jailor, hurried down to see 
what was going on. 
Gowan was seen 


astride of the tailor, with both of his 
hands pressed tightly about the prostrate 
man's neck. It was 


A TERIUBLE SIGHT, 


with the eyes of the tailor partly protru- 
ding from their sockets, and his face al- 
most black with blood. 
Mrs. Adams 


turned from the scene in terror and has- 
tily summoned John Gleasou and Al Kay 
from the adjacent wagon yard, to her as- 
sistance; but when they arrived and got 
into the ball, they didn't dare to enter the 
cell as Gowan threatened to kill the first 
man who entered. He also declared that 
he was just having a little fun; that he 
had killed O'Connor and intended to kill 
five or HI\ more men, as he didn't have 
long to live amhow. By this time Gowan 
had got oil O'Connor, who was seen l)ing 
in an insensible condition. Gowan had 
not only choked him as described, but 
had also kicked him '211 or i". times in the 
side and chest. 


Ju the meantime John Oleason hurried 


up town and gave the alarm. Marshal 
Wewes and a crowd soon collected at the 
calaboose, and the Marshal, lieing armed, 
opened the door of the cell, and with the 
assistance of some men bore the body of 
O'Connor outside of the prison. Gowan 
made no attempt to interfere, and remain- 
ed sullenly in his comer. 


Dr. Cass Chenoweth arrived and made 


an examination of the unfortunate tailor, 
who still remained insensible. He was 
breathing with great difficulty. His neck 
plainly showed the marks of the would-be 
murderer's lingers, and his face was dot- 
ted with black spots, particularly about 
the eyes. There was a cut on Ins left 
cheek, no doubt caused by Gowan's lin- 
ger nails. The body showed black and 
blue spots that had been caused by Gow- 
an, and it loolted us if O'Connor could not 
possibly recover when the examination 
was made. However, the doctor worked 
with him, and bled him, and finally the 
tailor regained consciousness and asked 
that Father Mackin be summoned to his 
side. A messenger was sent for lht{pri< si, 
but before he arrived O'Connor had so 
fui recovered that he was able to walk 
into the cell from which he had 
I it en 


taken.

When 
asked why it was Gowan choked him, 
O'Connor replied that they had had no 
words, and that he was assaulted sud- 
denly and without provocation. He foels 
and acts like a man fearfully exhausted, 
and is so nervous that he let n tin-cup fall 
out of Ins hand while the reporter was 
conversing with him. He came here from 
Kokomo, Ind., over a year ago. He bos 
no family. He has been dissipating for 
about 10 days, and was drunk when ar- 
rested and jailed by Flynu. 


At noon to-day O'Connor was dis- 


charged 
from custody, and he meekly 


walked away from the calaboose. He, will 
have a lasting remembrance of his dread- 
ful experience while in that close cell with 
Gowau.

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Prince of Sweden, and late companion 
of the Emperor, was coming down from 
the north with 100,000 men ; and Murnt, 
iingof Naples, Napoleon's own brother- 
in-law had entered into a secret treaty 
with Austria for the expulsion of the 
French m Italy. The gloom around Na- 
poleon deepened, until tho allies suo- 
coeded in reaching the exterior defenses 
of Paris, and the capital, which for so 
many years hod dictated law to all other 
capitals, was obliged to capitulate, and 
the allies entered Paris amid the accla- 
mations of tho people. 
The Senate 


turned their back on Napoleon and de- 
clared that " by arbitrary aota imd vio- 
lations of tho constitution " he Imd for- 
feited the throne, and 
absolved all 


Frenchmen from their allegiance. His 
own generals insisted that he ought to 
abdicate, and he signed the surrender of 
his power. He was allowed the so\er- 
eiectv of the Isle of Elba, with a rove- 
enuo of 6,000,000 franc* ($1,200,000). 
Ten months later he was invited to re- 
turn to Franco by a conspiracy of old 
Republicans joined by Bouapartists. He 
escaped from Elba February 2(1, 1H10, 
and landed at Cannes March 1 with an 
escort composed of about 1,000 of his 
Old Uuard. And 100 days after he ho<l 
resumed power his last act on tho stage 
of Europe was played oat, and the sec- 
ond aud last abdication was signed.
